But Mr 
Massey stood by it, although ex- 
plaining it was not confined to tran- 
sient men and did not imply any

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A Transition Policy 


The Bracken committee will journey 
to Ottawa again, to try to induce the Gov- 
ernment to maintain the pegged price of 
80 cents for wheat grown this year in 
the west. The committee, meeting at Cal- 
gary, decided the substantive policy an- 
nounced by Hon. J. G. Gardiner does not 
meet the “economic needs of the wheat in- 
dustry”. The phrase is rather obscure, 
since it is not the economic, but the very 
uneconomic loss which has to be met. 
Growing wheat is not an economic proce- 
dure at present world prices, and any 
kind of state aid is only intended to com- 
pensate the grower for the unfavorable 
results. 

A hopeful fact is that the committee 
“is not forgetting the long term basic fac- 
tors in western economy’. Which sounds 
like acceptance of the principle that read- 
justment of western agriculture on a wide 
scale will have to be made. That accepted, 
it is a matter of adapting means to the 
end, and of carrying through the read- 
justment process without too sudden 
shock to existing conditions. 

If the committee is prepared to accept 
a program of readjustment, timed to avoid 
temporary confusion, a compromise on the 
pegged price question should not be im- 
possible. A pegged price for the present 
year, with a limit to the amount of pegged 
wheat accepted from each grower, would 
provide a solution to cover the period of 
transition.

Little Chance of Reduction 


When the budget is presented at Ot- 
tawa next week, a “substantial deficit” is 
looked for, according to despatches which 
agree well with general expectations bas- 
ed on knowledge that the National Rail- 
way traffic and earnings are still below 
normal and that the wheat marketing 
operations have been losing money. Last 
summer's business “recession,” a reaction 
from the slump in the United States, 
killed any prospect of a balanced budget, 
as tariff and other revenue fell off badly. 

It is not difficult to reach the con- 
clusion that few, if any, reductions in 
taxation will be announced. Other than 
removal of the three per cent excise tax 
on a wide range of commodities incident 
to the new trade agreement with the Un- 
ited States. The agreement itself reduc- 
ed duties and therefore prices on a large 
number of household necessities. The 
removal of the excise tax will affect a 
still larger number. These reducticens 
aside, there cannot be many, if any, 
others in prospect. 

In fact, with increased expenditure on 
the defence program, the Minister will 
probably have to budget for another de- 
ficit next year, with increased taxation 
as the alternative. The latter course is 
not likely to be taken, in view of static 
business conditions. There are no 
branches of industry or trade which could 
stand heavier taxation at present with- 
out a sensible effect on earnings and em- 
ployment.

The Aggressors Identified 


NEW YORK: The New York Times viewed 
President Roosevelt's peace proposal as having 
served warning on Germany and Italy that vic- 
tims of aggression “can count upon an immense 
moral support, at the very least, everywhere 
throughout the world.” 

The independent newspaper in an editorial 
said the President has sought to identify un- 
mistakably the aggressors in advance of war, if 
war should come, and to rally world opinion on 
the side of the victims of aggression. “He has 
accomplished both these purposes,” it added. 

The New York Herald Tribune, Republican, 
believed the President's message was $0 worded 
that if it was not accepted at its face value by the 
German and Italian leaders it would stand as an 
indictment of their policy, as a powerful act of 
diplomatic support for the Franco-British coal- 
ition. 


The Message of Peace 


LONDON, April 17.—Under the heading 
“Gettysburg, 1939,” Lord Beaverbrook’s Evening 
Standard today said of President Roosevelt's 
peace appeal: 

“At one stroke the President of the United 
States has changed the face of European polities, 

“Constantly, throughout the declaration he 
seemed to remind the statesmen of the world 
that they are dealing not in mere frontiers and 
treaty rights but in the flesh and blood and the 
hopes and fears of ordinary men and women. 

“By this act he establishes himself ag the 
greatest American since Abraham Lincoln, and 
he does it by the proclamation of Lincoln's own 
faith in the common man. 

“Today, above the tramp of marching men 
and the din of angry prejudice and passion, a 
statesman of equal stature speaks to us the 
message of peace. Hope has shone in him like a 
pillar of fire when it seemed to have gone out 
in all others. 

“We must give our thanks to the man whose 
words have come to us across the Atlantic in the 
Tesounding tones of a second Gettysburg 
speech.” 

The Manchester Guardian (Liberal) said 
Mr. Roosevelt's appeal—which “the President 
was unlikely to suppose would be accepted” by 
Hitler and Mussolini—was made to public 
opinion everywhere and if the two heads of state 
refused the public would draw its own infer- 
ences. 

The London News Chronicle (Liberal) 
described the ideas as “wresting the initiative 
from the aggressors” and added: “After this 
message nothing can be the same again. The 
outlook must either improve or rapidly de- 
teriorate. Mr. Roosevelt's offer leaves the dic- 
tators with no conceivable excuse for war.” 


Places the Resposibility 


LONDON: An authoritative source said Pre- 
Sident Roosevelt's appeal might prove to be of 
utmost value in “rallying opinion and in clear- 
ing a confused position.” . 

David Lloyd George, wartime Prime Minis- 
ter, commented tersely: “A magnificent and 
momentous appeal to reason.” 

In London diplomatic quarters generally, 
however, doubt was expressed whether the mes- 
Sage would change the policy of the Rome-Ber- 
lin axis in any major way. 

“One thing is certain,” observed one diplo- 
mat. “It is the hardest message to answer in 
the history of diplomacy. It would be easier to 
declare war than to answer it.” 

Pessimistically, another commented, “it is a 
magnificent effort, but the President is holding 
up his hand to an avalanche.” 

The concensus in London embassies seemed 
to be the appeal at least would have the effect of 
placing responsibility for a new war if it does 
not prevent one. 

Diplomats speculated Hitler might answer 
merely with a long recitation of “injustices of 
Versailles,” coupled with comment that Ger- 
many trusted the “Versailles powers” for 20 
years, without reward. 

The leader of the Labor opposition in parlia- 
ment, Clement Attlee, commented the Roosevelt 
message was “a very valuable piece of initiative.” 

“It is a great thing,” he said, “that President 
Roosevelt should have taken this step.” 

The Sunday Times (Independent) said: “In 
Mr. Roosevelt's noble and humane words the 
voice of the whole American nation is unmis- 
takeably heard. It is an appeal to which surely 
no head of a great country, no ruler responsible 
for the destinies of his people, dare shut his ears.” 

The Daily Express (Independent), splashing 
the text of the message on its front page, termed 
it “one of the most dramatic telegrams in his- 
tory.” 

An Italian-German move against Yugo- 
Slavia was feared by some, but it was not be- 
lieved the British-French alliance would fight 
for that country. The reason advanced was that 
Yugo-Slavia was violently split internally. 


Preparation in France 


France has never been seriously divided 
about the reality of the German threat, and the 
Franco-German Pact, which is now officially 
dead, has had a hardly noticeable existence. It 
is natural, therefore, since the threat is now 
stripped of its last camouflage, that France 
should concentrate on meeting it. M. Daladier 
has asked for, and received, special powers of 
the widest possible nature; from now until Nov- 
ember he and his cabinet will be able to order 
by decree “any measures suitable to maintaining 
or increasing the forces of France.” This phrase 
gives the Prime Minister powers of the widest 
scope; far wider than the exceptional financial 
powers which were granted to M. Daladier him- 
self in April of last year; but the need is now 
correspondingly more aeute. Last year the cry 
.was that France should return to work, whereas 
now, in M. Daeladier’s own words, “it is that 
France sha]] become a “great munitions factory.” 
Yet, while the need for granting the government 
the power to take swift and drastic decisions can 
hardly be questioned, the political basis on 
which this power has been assumed is open to 
criticism. A democratic country can only sur- 
render its fundamental privileges when there is 
agreement on means as well as on ends, and the 
composition of the present government is far 
from universally approved. M. Daladier, it is 
true, is not so wholly identified with the col- 
lapsed policy of Munich as M. Boonet—or for 
that matter as Mr, Chamberlain—but it is un- 
usual for a government which must necessarily 
be seriously discredited by the failure of its

Bauxite for the production 
of aluminum is the only fundamental raw 
material of which the totalitarian powers have 
ample resource. 

A generation ago, Germany lost her war of 
aggression when her lightning stroke against 
France failed. Though not adequately prepared 
for resistance, Britain and France were able to 
hold the aggressor at bay till she cracked for lack 
of adequate war munitions before the force of 
the augmented Allies.

The strength of the allied democracies rests 
upon their ability to keep open the seas. Oil 
must be brought from many parts of the world; 
copper from South Africa and Canada; mangan- 
ese and chromite from West Africa; tin from 
Malaysia and the Straits Settlements; nickel 
from Canada and raw rubber 
from Asia. The aggressor na- 
tions count on the submarine 
and the seaplane to destroy 
allied shipping. For both weapons, British naval 
authority is prepared. The submarine in the 
latter days of the Great War became more dan- 
gerous to its crew than to its quarry. Since then 
great advances have been made in the sub and 
its antidote, 

Speaking in the Commons while introducing 
the naval estimates, Geoffrey Shakespeare, 
secretary of the navy, said last month: “In nine 
cases out of ten, under stringent test, our sub- 
marine-hunting flotilla has been able, with 
modern testing gear to locate the exact position 
of submerged craft without any doubt.” 

When a submerged submarine is located, an 
under-water bomb can make short work of it. 
In the same speech Mr. Shakespeare disclosed 
that 1,000 British merchant ships had had their 
decks strengthened for mounting guns, and that 
2,000 guns are ready for mounting, with large 
additional numbers arranged for.

ABOUT THE 
SUBMARINE 


Details of the construction and accomplish- 
ments of the present-day anti-aircraft gun with 
its electrical device for instantly calculating 
speed, drift, wind resistance and allowance for 
height, have never been made public. It is 
known that it is a many-barrelled device that 
can fire a veritable stream 
of explosive projectiles to 
great heights. The naval 
estimates reveal the differ- 
ence in cost of aiming devices to be enormously 
greater than in 1914. Even the “Archie” became, 
toward the end of the Great War, an effective 
weapon of Jand defense. In the last raid on Paris 
on Sept. 16, 1918, only three out of a fleet of 
between 60 and 80 German planes got past the 
aerial defenses—the loss from their bombs being 
seven killed and 30 wounded. Tests witnessed 
over the Bristo] channel a couple of years ago 
showed the ability of the modern gun to bring 
down an airplane towed at great height, with 
deadly accuracy. Despite the weakness of 
statesmen and the ground yielded by their un- 
preparedness and simplicity, Britain's navy still 
remains its efficient arm of defense.

Editor, Bulletin: In the past few 
weeks letters have appeared in the 
local press which tended to dis- 
credit the claims of the Nationalist 
Ukrainians. Any printed matter 
that has had its source in this group 
has been brand as “Fascist” by the 
Communists, and as “false propa- 
ganda” by others who oppose any 
show of independence on the part 
of Ukrainians. And now comes 
“Polonia” with statements which 
I cannot Jet pass without a chal- 
lenge. 

In his first paragraph Polonia 
states that only the Ukrainians 
place any “foundation of truth” in 
the “terrific and diabolical treat- 
ment” of Ukrainians in Poland. 
Further on he states: “He (the Pole) 
has always fought for freedom 
which he highly cherishes and ex- 
tends to others.” The Manchester 
Guardian of February 5, 1932 car- 
ried a report from its Geneva 
correspondent in which was stated, 
“Poland has been found guilty of 
committing excesses in Eastern 
Galicia.” This refers to the pacifi- 
cation of 1930, as a result of which 
over 20,000 Ukrainians were ar- 
rested and thrown into prison.

SUCCEED LATE

—Right Honorable Robert Gordon 
Menzies today was elected leader 
of the United Austria party, suc- 
ceeding the late Joseph Lyons.

In the contest for leadership of 
the United Australia party, Mr, 
Menzies defeated W.°M. Hughes, 
minister for external affairs and 
prime minister during the Great 
War, by a few votes.

And there is no telling when some 
hitherto unknown will suddenly go 
crazy, get hot, hook up four low 
rounds, and win the tournament. 
Almost invariably one of these un- 
knowns is leading the field at the 
end of the first or second day. Some- 
one playing with little or no gallery 
shoots a 69 for the first round, or 
hooks up a 69-73 for the first two 
days and is leading the nearest big 
name by two or three strokes.
